(Governor SMITH ‘has done a char- 
acteristically large and’ sensible 
thing in letting it be known that he 
no longer regards himself as the 
leader of.the Democratic party in 
New York.

Too Many. Are.Exempt..From Duty 
in New York, It Is Held. . 
To the Editor of The New York Times: | 





explain its enactments.on the subject 
of jury. service?.. - 

These are. exempt in .New York 
County: Clergymen, .physicians, 
lawyers, surgeons, dentists, .drug- 
gists, teachers, editors,’ editorial 
writers and reporters, government 
employes, ‘city employes; railroad 
engineers and conductors, ‘ telégra- 
phers, Ni ‘ional Guardsmen, police 
men, firemen and some others repre- 
senting less numerous classes. - 

As the result of this wholesale ex- 
emption, the qualifications for jury 
duty are sub-standard. A juryman 
must be between 21°and 70, literate, 
and in his sotind: senses; If his wife 
is worth $250, he passes, even if -he 
hasn’t a dollar of his own or a trade. 
Intelligence and. good character are 
also requisite; but one cannot en- 
visage a candidate accusing himself 
of lacking either.

Trial by jury is designed to protect 
us from cocrupt' or prejudiced 
judges... That’s the reasor. for call- 
ing in twelve strangers and asking 
them to settle a fight. But there is 
sufficient ground, in the spectacles
